Sir: 

This is Applicants' response to the Office Action mailed May 29, 2007. Applicants 
hereby petition for a two-month extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a), and authorize the 
$450 extension of time fee to be charged to Deposit Account 50-0831. 

The Office Action requires restriction between the claims of Group I (claims 1-18, 24, 
and 25) drawn to an apparatus and the claims of Group n (claims 19-23) drawn to a method of 
making. In response, Applicants elect the claims of Group I (claims 1-18, 24, and 25) without 
traverse. 

The Office Action also requires an election of species between a catalytic converter 
having an upstream substrate with 70% of catalyst disposed at a core of the upstream substrate 
(claims 1-18) and a catalytic converter with an upstream capable of laminar flow and 
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downstream substrate capable of turbulent flow through at least a portion of the downstream 
substrate (claims 24-25). In response, Applicants the species of a catalytic converter having an 
upstream substrate with 70% of catalyst disposed at a core of the upstream substrate, and identify 
claims 1-18 as the claims encompassing the elected species.
